Grant said it was es- 
sential. that people should 





notify the Council of any 
complaints of pollution. .

He paid respect to the 
work done by the executive 
officers of the Council and 
the Health Inspector’s © per- 
sonnel for the work they 
were doing in trying to con- 
trol’ pollution in the City.

The State Savings Bank of

On the other hand, it is an 
embarrass ing experience, 
socially and in business 
spheres, to endeavour to 
spell and pronounce some 
foreign names, which are ab- 
solutely impossible to inter- 
pret and express phonetic- 
ally. 


It is a hazardous experi- 
ence for personnel employed 
in banks, business organisa- 
tions and Government em- 
ployment service and public 
service departments to re- 
cord details required with- 
out a lot of repetitive spell- 
ing which constitutes a seri- 
ous time-wasting factor. 


Government. action and 
direction is essential in order 
to eliminate this wastage of 
time and embarrassment and 
to facilitate clerical activi- 
ties, in particular, and per- 
haps our local politicians 
may be interested, since 
western suburbs are very 
much affected, to intreduce 
the suggestion into Parlia- 
ment with a view to action 
being taken to anglicise and 
streamline difficult foreign 
names, 


Of course, some British 
names are particularly un- 
appealing and it is incon- 
ceivable why they continue 
to retain them when a 
change of name, by deed 
poll, is so easy to arrange. 


Many Italian names have 
a most pleasing and appeal- 
ing sound and are phonetic- 
ally pronounceable as also do 
many other nationalities, but 
in order to obviate name dif- 
ficulties and to facilitate 
easier contacts the question 
of unpronounceable names 
warrants political considera- 
tion.
